Specifically, Examiner agrees with Applicant (regarding claim 15) that none of the prior art of 
record discloses the combination of the limitations presented including the protection portion 
being spatially located above the mating tongue In a vertical direction with an engaging opening 
therein and the latch portion of the locking member being latchably engaged in the engaging 
opening.
